SYDNEY OLYMPIC, whose financial 
problems would drive many a Soccer 
club insane, are in great spirits as they 
eagerly look forward to the 1986 


season.

They don’t count their 
dollars or their drachmas 
at Sydney Olympic.

Tom Doumanis, Olym- 
pic’s new president, admits 
his club has invested big 
money in its quest for the 
title. 


“The present team has 
cost around a quarter of a 
million dollars to put 
together,” said Doumanis. 

“And it is worth every 
cent when you see how the 
players perform. 


“The cash we have spent 
will come flowing back 
with big match attend- 
ances - if the team plays as 
well as it did last week 
against St George. 

“Stuart Stevenson from 
Heidelberg looked very 
good, even though he 
hasn’t played since August. 
And Simon Brandt from 


Newcastle is another im- 
portant capture. 

“When Martyn Rogers 
and Mick Coady return, 
Olympic will have a team 
to please all our suppor- 
ters,” promised Doumanis. 

The players share this 
infectious enthusiasm. 
They are all convinced 
1986 will be Sydney Olym- 
Ppic’s year. 

I asked talented Youth 
Socceroo Chris Kalantzis 
how he would rate the 
current side. 


“We are a very good 
team and we'll be even 
better when Mick Coady 
gets back,” said Kalantzis. 

“T think we'll win the 
National League. 

“In that Ampol Cup 
match against St George, 
we played as a real team 
and killed the opposition. 

“Looking ahead to the 
NSL, I do not think Olym- 
pic need fear anyone, but 
the biggest danger could 
be from Marconi: 


“This 1986 Sydney 
Olympic team could be the 
best the club has ever 
had,” added Kalantzis. 

‘We must hope Douma- 
nis and Kalantzis are right. 

After all, it has long 
been accepted in NSW 
Soccer that a winning Syd- 
ney Olympic is the best 
possible guarantee of big 
crowds and a prosperous 
competition.

A BAD-TEMPERED MATCH 


WITH GLORIOUS GOALS 


ONE of the smartest moves made by Soccer 
officialdom for some time is the decision to keep 
a close check on attendances at matches in the 
Olympic Airways National League. 


| The game has decided to become honest. 
And, if the plan works, we should at last get fairly 

accurate crowd figures ... for the first time in 

many years. 

This policing of gate figures had to be brought 
in once it was decided that spectator support 
would be part of the criteria for membership of 
the contracted NSL next year. 

For too long, regular patrons of the NSL 
matches have had credibility stretched to the 
limit when official crowd figures were announced. 

Those fans are not so gullible as some clubs 
imagine. 

For instance, if there are clearly about 400 
spectators at a match at Sydney Athletic Field, 
why tell the customers there are 1,877? 

And if the excellent grandstand at St George 
Stadium is completely full, but there is only a 
small sprinkling of fans on the other sides of the 
ground, it is obvious the official crowd is around 
3,000. Why announce a crowd of 5,924? 

While crowd figures at Sydney grounds are 
Invariably inflated, the situation in Melbourne is 
even more ludicrous. 

Practically every Sunday, the official attend- 
ances from Melbourne games are in nice round 
figures. 

We are asked to believe there is a 9,000 crowd 
at Middle Park, 4,000 at Olympic Park and, maybe, 
3,000 at Schintler Reserve. 

Isn’t it amazing how we never had the odd one 
or two spectators at a game to upset those 
NEAT attendance figures? 

It will not be easy for the NSL — despite its 
good intentions — to ensure we are given honest 
and accurate gate figures in 1986. 

Will NSL watchdogs Steve Kamasz and Peter 
Russell count every customer who pays his few 
dollars? Will the turnstiles be linked to a 
computer which will spill out an accurate crowd 
verdict at half-time? 

More important, will those teams with notor- 
lously small match attendances do the right thing 
and remain honest at every home game? 


Without genuine cooperation from the clubs, 
the system cannot work. 

The proposed new set-up Is also something of 
a double-edged sword because, as far as 
Propaganda is concerned, it could be most 
damaging to the code of Soccer. 

Even with inflated crowd figures, Soccer 
already suffers scorn from Rugby League and 
Aussie Rules people who enjoy much better 
patronage of their games. 

Soccer will have to endure much criticism from 
rival codes If accurate and honest crowd figures, 
rather than the Inflated ones, are revealed this 
season. 

Soccer's cause will be damaged If there are 
200 spectators at a Brisbane Lions home game 
— and the official crowd is announced as 200. 

And If only 400 people watch a Sydney City 
home game the code’s image Is going to suffer if 
that actual 400 attendance is published. 

Yet these are risks which must be taken if a 
genuine picture of club support is to emerge. 

By the way, let nobody imagine Soccer Is the 

only offender when it comes to “bodgy” gate 
figures. 
More than one Rugby League club, so we are 
told, adds thousands of non-existent spectators 
to its crowd for propaganda purposes. And 
Rugby Union has been known to inflate a crowd 
of 200 to over the 1,000 mark. 

The latest sport to become acutely crowd- 
conscious is basketball, with devotees of that 
game claiming they attract as many spectators 
as Soccer. 

They have to be kidding! 
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REFEREE Graham Warne had to put up with plenty of abuse from 
players, officials and spectators in the ill-tempered Ampol Cup quarter-

final at St George Stadium. 


Warne, a referee of 
great experience even 
though he has not been a 
regular on National 
League matches, would 
probably agree that this 
was not one of his better 
matches. 

Yet having said that, I 
cannot point the finger at 
the man with the whistle 
and suggest he should 
carry the blame for the 
nastiness in this match. 

The first half was a 
disgrace to both teams. 
Player after player went 
in as if determined to 
cripple his opponent and if 
players are in thet mood, it 
is difficult for any referee 
to control what goes on. 


In fact, Warne handed 
‘out four yellow cards and 
two red. And he could 
certainly not be accused ot 
being too liberal with the 
cards.

when the league is com- 
mitted to ridding itself of 
its ‘stragglers’.

WITH the near departure of Mark Jankovics 
and the retirement of the ‘Bullet’, PETER 


ISHARNE an institution at Marconi all but ended. 


Of the great triumvirate 
encompassing, Sharne, 
Jankovics and the now 
Belgian-based, Eddie 
Krncevic, only Jankovics 
remains and he was all but 
gone at. one stage. 


Marconi fans have 
often dreamed of the past 
glories this trio (ably 
assisted by notable others) 
brought to the Bossley 
Park club and still they 
seek a return to something 
akin to those halcyon days 
back in the late 70’s and 
early 80's. 

Peter Sharne’s best days 
were in the mid-to-late 
70’s with Marconi and Au- 
stralia. 


Nicknamed “Bullet” 
for his exceptional speed, 
Sharne started with Lans- 
vale Juniors and played 
for Liverpool City and 
Southern Districts repre- 
sentative side before join- 
ing Marconi’s third grade 
side in 1973. 


Sharne’s progress was 
good and his prospects 
were many until his foot- 
ball career almost came to 
an end in 1975 when he 
fractured his spine. 


- For six months he was 
close enough to being an 
invalid, getting about only 
with the aid of a restric- 
tive corset (not unlike the 
one former Australian 
‘cricketer Dennis Lillee 
was forced to wear in 
1973). 

During those troubled 
days Shame was aided im- 
mensely by coach, Luciano 
Nesti. 


Sharne paid him this 
tribute: “If it hadn’t been 
for his urging, I would 
never have laced my foot- 
ball boots again,”. 

Sharne had to learn to 
live with the pain for 
many years. He remained 
worried that he might 


have lost some of his 
speed, his biggest asset, so 
he spent the summer of 
1978-79 in sprint training. 

Sharne made his Austra- 
lian debut in the “World 
of Soccer” tournament of 
1977, as a substitute 
against Arsenal (3-1) and 
Red Star (2-3). 

He also appeared as a 
sub in the World Cup 
qualifying game against 
Tran (0-1) in Melbourne 
that year. 

Then came one of the 
most controversial inci- 
dents of that era when 
Sharne was chosen for a 
Series against Greece but 
was dropped, along with 
Paul Degney after both 
had played for Marconi 
when they should have 
been resting for Austra- 
lia’s game. 

One of the greatest 
sights in Sydney, and in- 
deed Australian, Soccer 
was the sight of Sharne 
latching onto a pass from 
someone like Roberto 
Vieri and screaming down 
the sideline past a bedrag- 
gled defender. 

Unfortunately defen- 
ders became quickly alert 
to Sharne’s blistering pace 
being his biggest asset, 
Sharne more often than 
not being sent sprawling 
by what is now commonly 
called a “professional 
foul.” It was not unusual 
to see Sharne on the 
ground receiving attention 
up to five times a match. 

The 1979-82 period saw 
Australia with a veritable 
over-abundance of 
strikers. 

Marconi’s trio of 
Sharne, Krncevic and 
Jankovics were constantly 
battling with John Kosmi- 
na, Gary Cole, Phil 
O’Connor and Ken 
Boden for the striking 
positions. 

Sharne’s play improved 
out of sight in that period 


as he strove to hold a spot. 

He helped Marconi to 
the PSL (Phillips Soccer 
League) in 1979 but his 
peak performances came 
in 1980 when he was the 
best performed Aussie in 
the 1980 Centenary 
match, lost 2-1 to England. 


He constantly tormented 
the English defence with 
his speed and ultimately 
earnt the penalty for Gary 
Cole to score. 


He continued his amaz- 
ing form in the weeks 
following when in three 
matches against Northern 
Ireland he scored a goal in 
each game, the results 
being 1-2, 1-1 and 1-2. 


Sharne was a member 
of the Australian side that 
toured Asia and Europe in 
1981 and impressed so 
much that Hong Kong 
clubs took great interest in 
him following Australia’s 
1-0 loss to Hong Kong. 


On the same tour his 
Marconi team-mate Eddie 
Krncevic impressed crack 
Yugoslav club, Dinamo 
Zagreb, eventually mov-

ing to the club and setting 
off a top career in Europe. 

After his stint in Hong 
Kong with the Eastern 
club, Sharne returned to 
Sydney on loan to Apia 
Leichhardt but was disap- 
pointing there. He desper- 
ately wanted to return to 
his old stamping ground at 
Bossley Park and finally 
he did. 


Although it took him a 
fair while to get back into 
the Marconi groove, he 
seemed to be finding touch 
when extraordinarily one 
of those blighted tackles 
from behind stopped short 
his return. 


It was last year at Mar- 
coni Stadium against Can- 
berra City and Sharne was 
reviving old memories, a 
real “‘blast from the past.” 

The old speed and 
elusiveness down the 
touch-line had returned 
until he was chopped. 

His hamstring went on 
him in the tackle and from 
then on it was a struggle 
against a recurring knee 
injury, one fight that he 
couldn’t win. 

But as they say in the

FOLLOWING the 
comments of Joe 
Watson in a news- 
paper article last 
week ASW’s own 
TERRY GREEDY, a 
key member of the 
Australian national 
squad provides his 
version of a con- 
troversial story ... 


A series of tourna- 
ments, training camps and 
extended periods away 
from family, friends and 
work: approximately 30 
games and finally we were 
ready for the World Cup. 

Surely now the sacri- 
fices made by all involved 
would be repaid? 

After all, to represent 
your country in the World 
Cup is the pinnacle in any 
player’s career. 

Some prize-money 
accumulated during the 
lead-up tournaments was 
placed in the “kitty.” 

The Australitn soccer 
federation matched the 
amount and this was to be 
the bonus if we won the 
Oceania Group. 

To beat Scotland, 
another bonus was 
offered. 

When we were told of 
the financial details, the 
players were far from im- 
pressed as we stood to lose 
half the money we had 
already amassed. bi 

During the last tourna- 
ment before the qual- 
ifying games, the team 
captain, John Kosmina, re- 
quested a meeting with the 
organising body to air the 
players’ grievances. 

The meeting was con- 
tinually postponed for 
various reasons until be- 
fore the New Zealand 
game. 

Then we were told it 
was too late to negotiate. 

Although disappointed 
with the arrangements, the 
players gave their all for 
Australia and eventually 
won the right to play 
Scotland. 

“MISSION IMPOSSI- 
BLE” it was dubbed by 
the Press. 

The national players 
once again voiced their 
discontent, but all to no 
avail. 

Eventually, a Players’ 
Committee was elected to 
make an approach to the 
“hierachy.””. The meeting 
was organised, but did not 
eventuate as we were then 
told of the financial plight 
the ASF was in. 

This information, came 
to us only days after the 
Winfield Company, had 
announced a $250,000 
sponsorship for the two 
games against Scotland. 

When taking this 
amount into considera- 
tion, together with the 
gate-takings in Melbourne, 
plus the TV rights, the 
players felt they were enti- 
tled to some financial be- 
nefit from these games. 

Then we were told if we 
managed to get good re- 
sults from these matches 
against Scotland, maybe 
something could be 
arranged.

Because of the excel- 
lent results, the code in 
Australia has been able to 
attract greater interest 
from a major company, 
tegarding sponsorship. 

Unfortunately, the 
players have been told 
they will receive nothing 
for their efforts in the 
games against Scotland. 


Players must be given 
adequate payment for the 
time and effort they put 
into representing Au- 
stralia. 


It is important for both 
parties to be able to sit 
down and negotiate, 
rather than have one 
dictating terms to the 
players. 


It is a credit to the 
managerial expertise of 
Frank Arok and Eddie 
Thomson that the squad 
was able to perform with 
such credit in the circumst- 
ances. 


I can assure you the 
players, at that time, were 
far from happy. 


And that is putting 
things mildly. 


The present discontegt 
over wages at internatio- 
nal level has been present 
during previous World 
Cup campaigns. 


In 1969 it was the same, 
as it was 1973 when Au- 
stralia broke through and 


‘actually qualified for the 


Finals in Germany. 


I honestly feel it is 
about time some guide- 
lines were established for 
the payment of players at 
national level so they can 
not only gain satisfaction 
from representing their 
country, but it also becom- 
es financially rewarding as 
is the case in all other 
countries.

“Their game is based on 
wing play,” he said. “Stop 
them there and their 
whole game is disrupted. 

“We did it three times 
against the English natio- 
nal team and they never 
seemed to catch on. 


“The better the team, 
the better they attack 
down the wings, but some- 
times that makes them 
even more predictable.” 


Of course it is one thing 
to plot a defensive strategy 
against a team like Scot- 
land and another to make 
it work for Australia. 


Indeed, in Glasgow, 
Australia at times looked 
like being swamped. 


However, in the end 
they were probably worth 
a 0-2 result when the locals 
had been talking of 6-0, 
even 8-0. 


Such parochialism bet- 
tays the weakness of some 
British spectators, players, 
coaches and administra- 
tors. 


They do not appear to 
be able to accept that just 
as the British Empire has 
long disintegrated, so has 
British Soccer supremacy. 


This is especially so at 
World Cup national team 
level, where, throughout 
histroy, British teams 
have struggled to make the 
finals and only England 
has won the Cup. 


THE AUSTRALIAN bench eabeines with joy as the final whistle sounds when Australla defeat New Zealand 2-0 at the Sports Ground, The complacency of the 


against Australia, was 
only matched by the 
lethargy of those who did 
take the field in Mel- 
bourne. 


I was staggered to 
discover the likes of Ken- 
ny Dalglish, Steve Nicol, 
Gordon Strachan and 
Arthur Albiston were all 
left off the plane — pre- 
sumably because it was 
thought they would not be 
needed, 

As Arok put it: “They 
still think that we are 
bunch of Soccer koalas.” 

Frank Arok was under 
constant criticism midway 
through last year because 
of the style of play he was 
using. 


At the time, I made the 
statement in this newspap- 


~ er that he was one of the 


world’s great coaches. 


I played under a range 
of managers in England at 
Fulham, Newcastle, 
Brighton and Doncaster 
and have travelled since 
extensively through 
Europe and Britain, 
listening to and observing 
top coaches. 


Only the late Jock Stein 
of Celtic and Scotland 
impressed me as having 
comparable ability to 
Arok. 


Arok is a brilliant man, 
capable of success in 
numerous fields. 

His failing is that he did 
not back his ability and 
take to full-time coaching 
as a young man. 

This has meant he has 
often coached in the rela- 
tive backwaters of world 
Soccer. 

But his great intellect, 
enormous drive and in- 
tense fanaticism for Soccer 
have overcome even that 
handicap and now in his 
50s he is one of the world’s 
very best coaches. 

It is a pleasure to pay 
tribute to his greatness. 

IT am hopeful Arok’s 
next four years will bring 
tremendous benefit to 
Australian Soccer.

SA SHINING STAR — 
BUT NOT FOR US

ANOTHER Australian star has been born and is 
blossoming, but when he matures he will be yet 
another loss to this country’s Soccer. 


We are refering to 
Lou Hristodoulou — 
the 18-year-old Aus- 
tralian Youth team 
striker or midfielder 
and one of Adelaide 
Hellas’ top signings 
for 1986. 


Back in Adelaide after 
two years at the Austra- 
lian Institute of Sport, the 
modest youngster, oozing 
talent, has his future 
carefully mapped out. 

On the side of education 
he starts a Bachelor of 
Science course at Adelaide 
University next month, 
with a major in chemistry 
his objective. 

This goal is a back-up 
should he fail to make the 
big time in Soccer. 

The plan there is to 
become a regular in the 
Hellas National Soccer 
League team, play again 
for the Australian Youth 
team and break into the 
senior Socceroos. 

Then it’s a crack at the 
European arena with 
AEK or Panathinaikos in 
Greece. 

Hristodoulou was the 
youngest star in Jimmy 
Shoulder’s Australian 
Youth squad last year and 
although he will be poss- 
ibly the oldest next time 
around, he can make the 


age limit by seven days, 
just meeting the 
August 1 birth deadline. 

So far he is on schedule 
for his NSL program, with 
coach Neil McGachey 
selecting the youngster as 
a first-up senior player. 

“Lou has come through 
every test so far,” said 
McGachey. 

“And the great thing is 
that he realises there is a 
big difference between the 
National Youth League 
and the NSL. 

“So far none of us has 
been disappointed.” 

Hristodoulou, who 
kicked off as a midfield- 
striker for SA’s Salisbury 
club before joining Hellas 
as a 13-year-old, has more 
than the normal stress to 
bear by young players 
trying to crack the senior 
ranks. 


With his Greek back- 
ground, the Hellas fans 
are looking for more than 
the “ordinary” perform- 
ance required of a star. 

“All I can do is my 
best,” he says. 

“It’s up to me to meet 
my own expectations.” 

These include a possible 
place in the 1988 Olympic 
Games squad and the 
World Cup finals in 1990. 

If there were any odds 
on offer we’d take young 
Lou to make it to the top. 


NSL DESTRUCTION 
FOR ADELAIDE? 


THE return of the proposed 14-team National 
League competition next season could spell 
destruction for Adelaide if one of the two local 
sides — Adelaide City or Adelaide Hellas — do 
not quality or meet the requirements to 
compete in the Premier League. 


Make no mistake, the 
Adelaide Soccer public is 
all in favour of the 14- 
team League. 

In all honesty, the pre- 
sent two league (Northern 
and Southern) format, 
which has been on trial for 
the past two seasons, has 
had very little success and 
must be scrapped.

It will be very hard to 
imagine only one Ade- 
laide club competing in 
the new NSL. There will 
be no more local Derbies 
and the public would only 
be able to see one NSL 
game every two weeks. It 
just won’t work. 

My prediction is that if 
one club is relegated at the 
end of the season, both 
clubs will apply to return 
to the State League in 
1987. 

It is a well known fact 
that while Adelaide City 
and West Adelaide are 
fierce enemies when they 


meet on the Park, at board 
level the clubs are good 
friends. 

Both clubs hold board 
meetings together at least 
four to five times per year. 
For example an agreement 
was reached in 1984 be- 
tween the two clubs that 
while one of the clubs is 
negotiating for a player 
the other club is not 
allowed to make a bid for 
the same player. 

Two weeks ago the two 
clubs met and decided that 
for the 1986 season all 
women will get free entr- 
ance to all NSL matches in 
Adelaide. 

It may be that Charlie 
Caruso (President) and 


Tony Antenucci (Secretary) 


of Adelaide City are from 
Italian origin and Frank 
Karagiannis (President) 
and Con Daskalos (Secret- 
ary) of Adelaide Hellas are 
from Greek descent, but 
when it comes to final 
decisions they all work 
together for the benefit of 
Soccer in Adelaide.

Big deal. 

If petty politics are 
going to be allowed to 
survive and dominate, the 
sport of Women’s Soccer 
certainly will not prosper. 

Two former internatio- 
nal Women players, once 
told me: “Some of the 
officials in our sport have 
forgotten why they were 
originally put in their posi- 
tions. They were elected to 
serve the code, NOT them- 
selves.” 

I am firmly in favour of 
a reserve team per club. 

Surely this will serve as 
an expansionary instru- 
ment to encourage, grade 
and entice younger mate- 
tial to take up the sport 
seriously. 

But there is a danger ff 
here. 


Do we have the right 
personnel to undertake 
coaching of these reserve 
grades?. 

Correct, qualified 
coaching of youngsters is 
vital. 

In fact, more so than 
the coaching of the seniors Meum

for obvious reasons. 

Teaching incorrect tech- 
niques at an early age puts 
undue pressure on younger 
material. 


Such pressures, for ex- . 


ample, “You must win at 
all costs,” may instead of 
attracting younger girls to 
the sport, create a negative 
player-attitude to 
Women’s Soccer. 


LOVE FOR THE GAME 

Brazil’s World Cup im- 
mortal, Pele, once said in 
an interview, “A player 
must be able to EN- 
JOY. Soccer.” 

Correct as this state- 
ment is, I would have to 
add, a player must also be 
able to “LOVE Soccer.”” 

The two go hand in 
hand. You cannot ‘enjoy’ 
the code if at first you 
have no ‘love’ for it. 

- So it is quite apparent 


that if youngsters are 
NOT handled correctly, an 
original love for the game 
may easily turn to hate. 


And if that happens, 
(easily done with bad 
coaching), young girls are 
lost to the sport for ever. 

Every endeavour must 
be made by the clubs to see 
that the young girls are in 
fact encouraged to love 
the game. 

So it is imperative for 
all the clubs to see to it 
that when making 
appointments for reserve 
grade coaching personnel, 
they take extra care in 
finalising their choices. 

It is his, or her, re- 
sponsibility, in essence, to 
seek out, develop and 
pump through quality, 
model material for the 
club’s senior ranks and 
ultimately for the national 
coach.

MANDI LANGLAAR, over the last two 
years, has developed into one of Austra- 
lia’s most reliable and intelligent defen- 
ders. Her stylistic and reliable defending 
qualities, eventually were recognised, 
gaining Mandi selection into the National 
Squad. 

Mandi was first drafted into the Austra- 
lian squad late in 1984 to travel to Taiwan 
for the World Women’s Invitational 
Tournament. Although basically a central 
defender at club level, former national 
coach, Jim Selby, converted the girl from 
Killarney Heights to right fullback to make 
her National debut in Taipei City. 


But soon Mandi was slotted into the midfield 
where her high work-rate was urgently needed. 
Then three years ago, playing for her club, 
Mandi dropped back into the back-four to fill in 
for her team’s injured centre-back in a match. 

Having excelled in that position on that day, 
Mandi Langlaar has been retained ever since, at 
either centre-back or sweeper. 

What makes Mandi a valuable defender is the 
fact that she will not rush into her tackles but 
‘jockeys’ her attacker and times her ‘strike’ at the 
ball.

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JUNIOR soccer in NSW took a huge step forward when State delegates 
Introduced the three division system which presently exists within the 


while the other sides were 
simply used to make up 
the numbers. 


Many would argue that 
no harm is being caused by 
such a policy being fol- 
lowed and that Soccer is 
the only winner. 


But they are the mis- 
guided officials who sup- 
port and in fact encourage 
this policy, which in turn 
does more harm than 
good. 


The players in the top 
team have no argument, 
but what of the other 45 
players in the club, being 
treated as inferiors, whch 
in turn creats disharmony 
within the club? 


This left players with 
only two options, the first 
being to give the game 
away, or secondly to move 
to a club where every 
player in all four teams is 
given equal facilities and 
opportunities. 


It is a fact that clubs 
which promote only one 
or two sides, eventually 
witness a mass exodus of 
player from within their 
tanks, obviously from the 


sides which have been neg- 


lected. 


Then the administrators 
of these clubs have the 
audacity to appeal to the 
ruling body that their 
players have been 
poached. 


Every club must under- 


stand that the purpose of 
having four Youth League 


sides is that all their sides 
are given the same right 


and opportunities to 
develop. 


If this was not the in- 


tention of the Youth 
League set-up, then every 


club would be given’ the 
right to nominate in which 
division it would like to 
field its respective age 
groups. 


Tt is common know- 
ledge, that the Youth 
League was introduced to 
promote a club’s four 
junior sides, which in turn 
leads to a higher and more 
competitive League. 


Also it gives more play- 
ers the opportunity to 
participate. 


The clubs currently for- 
ming division one possess 
four competitive sides on 
average, and this is due to 
the hard work and 
organisation of their re- 
spective administrators. 


They have therefore 
gained the right to partici- 
pate in the strongest com- 
petition in this State. 


NSW Youth League 
administrators therefore 
should not give clubs in 
divisions two and three 
the privilage of competing 
with the number one divi- 
sion for honours, or else 
the objective of estab- 
lishing three graded divi- 
sions becomes a fruitless 
exercise. 


Each group should be 
treated as three separate 
and independent competi- 
tions, with winners of 
division one being logical- 
ly recognised as Metropo- 
litan champions. 


If the new format is to 
be a success these guide- 
lines must be introduced 
or else where is the incen- 
tive to play in the first 
division? 


If teams from lower 
divisions are given equal 
rights, why bother to have 
promotion and relega- 
tion? There would be no 
difference. 


Clubs must realise and 
accept the fact that they 
are in the lower divisions 
because their overall 
strength is not up to that 
of division one clubs. 


These clubs will remain 
in the lower divisions until 
they achieve the same 


strength. 


Also State and Metro- 
politan championships 
should be contested solely 
by the first division clubs, 
and not the format which 
currently exists allowing 
every club the same 
opportunity to compete. 

The teams in the lower 
divisions should be made 
to earn that right. 


The NSW _ Youth 
League must be congratu- 
lated as they have finally 
organised a competition 
which is respected, profes- 
sionally run and above all 
has improved the level of 
the junior game in this 
State. 

But the system must be 
changed and clarified be- 
fore the competition gets 
underway next month — 
clubs have to earn the 
right to compete at the 
highest possible level.

QUITE a number of 
Junior clubs have been 
holding trials In recent 
weeks In readiness for 
the season, which 
commences next 
month. 

Nothing unusual ab- 
out that, but what Is 
disturbing is the fact 
that a number of 
coaches are upset be- 
cause, at most of 
these fixtures, there 
are no official referees. 

As such they take 
matters Into their own 
hands, and order their 
sides from the field if 
they disagree with de- 
cisions made by the 
appointed referee. 

It Is amazing that 
these coaches, who 
belleve their 
actions are quite 
acceptable, are not 
immediately expelled 
from their respective 
clubs. 

Teams involved in 
this sort of fracas, 
should lodge an official 
complaint with the 
NSW Amateur Soccer 
Federation. 

| have no doubt that 
the NSWASF will not 
allow this type of be- 
haviour to continue 
and coaches who be- 
have in this manner 
should be informed 
that their conduct Is 
seriously bringing the 
game into disrepute. 


THERE has been 
criticism from certain 
clubs that it is sheer 
madness playing the 
Mini Ampol Cup so 
early in the season. 
On three of the Sun- 
days the tournament 
was played when 
temperatures were into 
the 30s. But in defence 
of the organisers, they 
played the matches as 
late in the afternoon as 
possible, and secondly it 
was simply incredible 
that the weather 
reached heatwave con- 
ditions on the very day 
maiches were allocated. 


During the week 
temperatures were at 
an acceptable level, 
with matches being 
played in suitable con- 
ditions.

THE administration 
committee of the NSW 
Youth League has re- 
jected Central Coast's 
application to join the 
competition in 1986. 


Central Coast has 
been denied entry into 
the League because it 
failed to affiliate with 
the Northern NSW 
Amateur Federation. 


The administration 
committee set a dead- 
line of January 31, 1986 
by which time Central 
Coast were expected to 
affiliate or else face 
expulsion from the 
Youth League. 


Central Coast failed 
to meet the deadline, 
and its misery becomes 
Kuringai’s pleasure, 
saving the North Shore 
Association from re- 
legation into the third 
division. 

It appears that one 
or two officials within 
Central Coast are play- 
ing ‘politics’ and realis- 
tically all they have 
achieved is the fact that 
they now have denied 
the players within their 
district the right to play 
at the highest level of 
competition in this 
State. 


Obviously the issue is 
far from over, and it is 
quite possible that legal 
action could be forth- 
coming. 

There is no doubt 
that the decision of the 
NSW Youth League 
committee was correct. 

Central Coast is 
bounded by the North- 
ern NSW Amateur 
Federation, and as such 
must affiliate with that 
Branch,

“lam constantly re- 
ceiving calls from clubs 
to produce a draw, as 
they wish to know 
where they are heading 
and what plans they 
need to make.” 


The number one 
priority for any sport 
organisation should be 
to have a draw made 
well in advance. 


Other sporting codes 
release their fixture 
lists months in advance: 
alas our Soccer admi- 
nistrators must find this 
task far too awesome. 


THE efforts of the offi- 
clals Involved in the 
development of the 
Parkiea complex are to 
be applauded. In fact 
over the past few 
weeks the Soccer 
media has highlighted 
the enormous amount 
of work, effort and 
time that been put into 
the project.
